in  the  wake  of  the  Alignment 
move.  Tami  increased  its  pressure 
on  the  government  by  refusing  to 
commit  ilseir  to  opposing  the  no- 
confidence  motion.  Deputy  Welfare 
Minister  Ben-Zion  Rubin  asserted 
last  night  that  Tami  is  now  “on  the 
horns  of  a  great  dilemma.  It  is  hard 
to  predict  what  our  decision  will

During  the  faction  discussion 
prior  to  the  decision  to  table  the 
motion.

Man  held  for  injecting  kerosene  in  murder  bid

TEL  AVIV.  —  A  34-year-old  man 
whose  marriage  proposal  was  re¬ 
jected  has  been  arrested  on  suspi¬ 
cion  of  drugging!  his  girlfriend  and 
injecting  her  with  kerosene  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  kill  her.  The  suspect’s  wife 
died  three'  years  ago  of  similar 
.causes,  and  police  are  investigating 
whether.he  murdered  his  wife  in  the' 
same  way:  ; 

;  Iiie  investigation  began  some  two 
months  iqzo  when  a  21 -year-old 
Holon  resident  was  admitted  to 
Wolfson  Hospital  suffering  from 
festering  abscesses.  Traces  of 
kerosene  were  found  in  her  body. 

Soon  afterwards  her  legs  became 
:  paralysed  and  she  was  transferred  to 
Sheba  Hospital  at  Tel  Hashbmer. 

A ‘doctor  at  Wotfson.  Hospital, 


however,  remembered  a  case  of  a 
woman  who  died  after  showing  the 
same  symptoms  about  three  years 
ago.  • 

The  police  were  notified,  and  it 
was  discovered  that  the  woman  who 
had  died  three  years  ago  was  the 
wife  of  the  present  patient’s 
boyfriend. 

The  suspect  allegedly  poured  acid 
on  his  girlfriend's  face  while  visiting 
her  in  hospital,  causing  facial  burns 
and  damage  to  her  eyes  in  what 
police  believe  was  another  attempt 
to  murder  her. 

The  patient  has  so  far  refused  to 
identify  her  assailant,  police  said. 

Her  bed  is  being  guarded  against 
further  attack. 

Police  said  the  suspect,  also  from 
Holon,  who  was  arrested  on  Mon¬ 


day,  initially  denied  he  had  anything 
to  do  with  his  girlfriend's  ailments. 

But  after  his  apartment  was 
searched,  and  several  items,  in¬ 
cluding  a  syringe,  were  found  link¬ 
ing  him  to  the  affair,  he  admitted 
that  when  his  marriage  proposal  to 
the  patient  was  rejected,  he  drugged 
her  by  putting  pQIs  in  her  drink. 
Then  he  pumped  kerosene  out  of  a 
heater,  and  injected  it  into  her 
body,  police  said.

Born  irt  Vienna  in  1922.  Klein 
reached  this  country  in  1948  after 
being  interned  by  the  British  on 
Cyprus  for  attempting  to  immigrate 
here  the  year  before.  He  joined  the 
university's  staff  in  1953.  Most 
recently,  he  was  deputy  director  of 
the  Institute  of  Life  Sciences,  a 
p  vtiiion  he  was  forced  to  leave 
because  of  illness.  He  is  survived  by 
hi<  widow,  a  son  and  daughter.

The  \tara  Lcyoshna  Organiza¬ 
tion  has  already  started  construc¬ 
tion  in  buildings  it  controls  to  sub¬ 
stantially  increase  the  Jewish  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  Moslem  Quarter  of 
Jerusalem’s  Old  City.  The  Jerusalem 
Putt  has  learned. 

According  to  internal  Atara 
Lcyoshna  documents,  the  organiza¬ 
tion,  a  non-profit  association,  plans 
to  spend  ISjQO  million  at  today’s 
prices  in  building  fiats  in  six 
buildings  it  controls  in  the  Moslem 
quarter. 

The  organization  plans  to  refur¬ 
bish  and  build  24  flats  in  these  six 
buildings.  Some  families  have 
already  moved  into  a  few  of  these 
flats,  and  work  has  started  in  other 
buildings. 

The  24  flats  the  association  wants 
to  refurbish  in  the  buildings  under 
its  control  are  in  addition  to  28 
apartments  it  would  like  to  build  on 
a  church-owned  plot  near  Herod's 
Gate.  The  organization  was 
originally  formed  to  regain  control 
of  property  owned  by  Jews  prior  to 
the  War  of  Independence,  but  has 
now  decided  to  try  to  buy  non- 
Jewish  properly  as  well. 

The  Atara  Levoshna  construction 


plans  cover  over  2.200  square 
metres  of  floor  space.  In  addition  to 
the  24  flats,  the  organization  plans 
to  build  two  hostels  for  yeshiva  stu¬ 
dents.  a  synagogue  and  several 
study  halls. 

The  six  houses  dealt  with  in  the 
Atara  Lcyoshna  plans  are  Hatzar 
Havci  Olam  (the  site  of  the  Birkat 
A  v  rah  am  yeshiva)  Beil  Warsaw’. 
Beil  Ha/on,  Beit  Hamaraviim.  Hat- 
/ar  Diskin,  and  Hatzar  Kolel 
Galicia. 

Atara  Leyoshana  has  stated,  in  a 
document  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  it  regards  the 
Birkat  Avraham  yeshiva  as  an  il¬ 
legal  squatter  on  property  that  it  has 
on  a  key-money  basis  from  the 
Hayei  Olam  yeshiva. 

Atara  Leyoshna  has  tried  to  keep 
a  low  profile  during  the  last  three 
years  while  it  has  acquired  control 
over  property  in  the  Moslem 
Quarter.  None  of  the. members  of 
its  board  were  willing  to  comment 
on  buildings  that  had  been  ac¬ 
quired.  and  aJI  said  that  publicity 
might  harm  their  efforts. 

Jerusalem  City  Hall  officials  have 
been  highly  critical  of  the  various 
organizations  that  seek  to  settle 
Jews  in  the  Moslem  Quarter,  saying 
that  such  a  step  would  increase  ten- 


UN  chief  proposes  new 
Mideast  conference 


CASABLANCA  (AP).  —  UN 
Secretary-General  Javier  Perez  de 
Cuellar  yesterday  proposed  conven¬ 
ing  a  general  Middle  East  peace 
conference  with  the  LIN  Security 
Council  and  “all  interested  parties" 
to  the  conflict  participating  — 
presumably  including  Israel,  the 
PLO  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
proposal  came  on  the  second  day  of 
the  Islamic  summit  conference 
here. 

Perez  de  Cuellar  told  the  official 
Moroccan  news  agency  that  he 
made  the  suggestion  in  letters  to  the 
15  Security  Council  members  and 
would  report  their  response  to  a 
special  council  session  in  March. 
He  said  he  had  no  reaction  thus  far 
from  any  of  the  governments  con¬ 
cerned.  hut  admitted  the  idea  may 
not  be  universally  welcomed. 

The  secretary-general’s  proposal 


would  bring  the  Soviet  Union  back 
into  Middle  East  negotiations  for 
the  first  time  since  the  Geneva 
peace  talks  collapsed  in  1974. 

While  the  summit  met  in  a  closed 
plenary  session  to  draft  a  declara¬ 
tion  on  the  manifold  problems  of 
the  Islamic  world,  more  significant 
diplomatic  activity  was  con¬ 
centrated  in  leading  delegates’  villas 
and  hotel  suites. 

Saudi  Arabia's  King  Fahd  had 
separate  meetings  with  PLO  leader 
Yasser  Arafat.  Syrian  Foreign 
Minister  Abdel  Halim  Khaddam 
and  Lebanese  Prime  Minister 
Shafik  Wazzan. 

Khaddam  also  conferred  for  the 
second  day  running  with  Lebanese 
Foreign  Minister  Elie  Salem  and 
Saudi  Foreign  Minister  Prince  Saud 
Al  Faisal  on  the  Lebanese  crisis. 


Levinson  hasn’t  weakened 
Hevrat  Ha’ovdim’s  control

TEL  AVIV.’  —  Hevrat  Ha'ovdim. 
the  Histadrut  holding  company,  has 
not  lost  control  over  any  of  its  in¬ 
stitutions  or  subsidiaries  as  a  result 
of  transactions  arranged  by  Bank 
Hapoalim's  former  board  chairman 
Ya’akov  Levinson. 

This  was  the  assessment  of 
Hevrat  Ha’ovdim  secretary  Danny 
Rosolio.  who  spoke  to  the  heads  of 
Hislad rut-owned  enterprises  yester¬ 
day. 

Levinson  was  reported  to  have  sold 
Bunk  Hupoulim  assets  to  its 
American-registered  subsidiary 
Ampul.  The  Histadrut  is  ex¬ 
amining  Levinson's  activities  at 
the  hank  and  in  his  subsequent  posi¬ 
tion  as  head  of  Ampal. 

Several  press  reports  claim  that 
the  affair  came  into  the  open  fol¬ 


lowing  a  power  struggle  between 
Levinson  and  Giora  Gazit.  the  pre¬ 
sent  chairman  of  the  bank's  ex¬ 
ecutive. 

Rosolio  said  he  regretted  the 
impression  that  a  power  struggle 
was  under  way.  The  whole  matter 
was  being  investigated  and  no  at¬ 
tempt  would  be  made  to  paper  over 
any  unpleasant  findings,  he 
promised. 

For  the  fourth  day  running,  the 
Likud  faction  in  the  Histadrut  held 
a  demonstration  yesterday  outside 
the  executive  offices  of  Bank 
Hapoalim  in  Rothschild  Boulevard 
in  Tel  Aviv.  The  protesters  want  a 
legal  probe  into  the  claims  made  in 
press  stories  about  Levinson  and  de¬ 
mand  Rosolio's  resignation.-  Itim 
reported.

given  vociferous  Syrian  opposition 
to  any  move  that  would  look  like  a 
de  facto  step  toward  realizing  the 
May  17  Agreement  between  Israel 
and  Lebanon,  negotiated  by  the 
Americans. 

In  retaliation  the  Syrians  could 
continue  to  oppose  the  security  set¬ 
tlement  being  worked  out  with 
Saudi  Arabian  mediation,  thusmak- 
ing  it  even  more  difficult  for  the 
Americans  to  extricate  themselves 
from  Lebanon. 

Israeli  officials  also  hope  that  any 
agreement  with  the  Lebanese 
government  over  the  future  of  Had¬ 
dad's  forces  could  be  tied  into  an 
agreed  redeployment  of  Israeli 
troops  to  a  line  in  the  proximity  of 


the  Zahurani  River,  some  20 
kilometres  south  of  the  current  line 
along  the  Awali.  This  would  reduce 
the  Lebanese  population  under 
Israel’s  control  from  550.000  to 
around  150.000,  and  increase  the 
proportion  of  Christians  from 
’around  1 1  per  cent  to  30  per  cent. 

The  move  would  also  allow  Israel 
to  cut  down  the  number  of  its  troops 
in  Lebanon,  limiting  casualties. 
Fewer  reserve  units  could  be  used 
allowing  rotation  of  the  standing 
army  between  operation  duty  and 
training  schedules. 

Casualties  have  been  on  the  rise 
these  past  few  weeks,  and 
authorities  have  told  The  Jerusalem 
Pott  that  the  majority  of  those  being 
detained  by  the  IDF  on  suspicion  of 
terrorist  activity  have  been  Shi’ites.

Cabinet  will 
reconsider 
farmers’  VAT

The  question  oflevying  value  ad¬ 
ded  tax  on  agricultural  produce  will 
apparently  have  to  be  discussed 
again  by  the  cabinet.  This  follows 
sharp  exchanges  between  Treasury 
and  Agriculture  Ministry  represen¬ 
tatives  in  the  Ministerial  Economic 
Committee. 

The  Treasury  believes  that  the 
imposition  of  VAT  on  the  farmers  1 
will  make  them  pay  Fair  taxes  and 
hring  in  IS5.5  billion  to  the  govern¬ 
ment.  The  Agriculture  Ministry  is 
certain  ihat  it  will  be  almost  impos-  j 
sible  to  collect  the  tax  and  est:mates  * 
that  the  actual  income  for  the 
government  will  be  less  than  a  third 
of  Treasury  estimate. 

Additional  problems  concern  that 
West  Bank  farmers  and  the  efFect  of 
this  VAT  on  the  consumer  price  in¬ 
dex. 

Amiel  Uliel  secretary  of  the 
Vegetable  Growers  Organization 
told  The  Jerusalem  Post,  that  impos¬ 
ing  VAT  would  increase  unrest  in 
the  economy.  He  said  that  the 
whole  farming  community  in  Israel 
is  opposed  to  this  tax.  He  disclosed 
that  the  farmers  and  marketing 
organizations  met  some  time  ago 
and  prepared  a  plan  of  action  in 
case  such  a  law  is  enforced. 

According  to  this  plan  all 
agricultural  produce  will  be  with¬ 
hold  from  the  market.

Meshel  wants 
higher  child 
allowances

TEL  AVIV.  —  Histadrut  Secretary- 
General  Yeroham  Meshel  said 
yesterday  that  child  allowances 
must  he  raised  and  legislation  set¬ 
ting  u  minimum  wage  passed  in 
order  to  combat  poverty  in  Israel. 

In  a  statement  following  the 
publication  by  the  National  In¬ 
surance  Institute  of  data  showing 
that  half  a  million  Israelis  lived 
“below  the  poverty  line."  Meshel 
said  the  minimum  wage  should  be 
half  the  average  wage  in  the 
economy. 

(The  Nil  report  defines  the  poor 
as  those  whose  income  is  no  more 
than  IS  14.000  for  an  individual  and 
IS44.80Q  for  a  family  of  four.  The 
average  wage  is  currently  estimated 
at  1570.000.) 

Meshel  also  said  that  people 
earning  less  than  1S30.000  a  month 
should  he  placed  in  a  special  15  per 
cent  income  tax  bracket.  At  present 
the  lowest  tax  bracket  is  25  per  cenL 

Meshel  noted  that  child  al¬ 
lowances  were  5  per  cent  of  the 
average  wage  in  1975  but  only  2.7 
per  cent  last  year.  This  drop  must  be 
corrected,  he  said. 

In  a  series  of  proposals  to  be 
presented  to  the  Histadrut  Central 
Committee  tomorrow,  Meshel  de¬ 
mands  monthly  updating  of 
National  Insurance  allowances, 
minimum  pay  levels,  income  tax 
brackets  and  tax  credit  points. 

In  the  Knesset,  yesterday.  Social 
Affairs  Committee  chairman 
Men  ahem  P  crush  criticized  the 
National  Insurance  Institute  sharply 
for  not  saying  a  word  to  his  commit¬ 
tee  about  the  data. 

Porush  said:  “Officials  of  the  In¬ 
stitute  appear  in  my  committee 
almost  daily.  A  few  hours  before 
Israel  TV  gave  the  story.  Nil  people 
were  with  us  as  well." 

He  said:  “The  report  as  it  was ' 
published  can  only  encourage  one 
development:  emigration." 

Shinui  MK  Mordechai 
Virshubski;  demanding  an  urgent 
debate  on  the  institute's  data,  said 
the  fault  lies  solely  with  the  Likud 
government's  social  and  economic 
policies  over  the  past  five  years. 

Likud  MK  Avraham  Hirschsohn. 
who  serves  as  coalition  whip  inside 
the  Social  Affairs  Committee, 
charged  that  the  institute  staffers  ; 
“treat  us  with  contempt." 

Two  Alignment  MKs,  Shoshana 
Arbeli-AImoslino  and  Jacques 
Amir,  who  each  demanded  urgent 
debates  on  the  bombshell,  said: 
“The  income  gap  has  been  widened 
by  the  Likud  and  it  has  left  a  black 
markon  Israeli  society.’" 

Israel  warns  Bonn 
against  arms  sales 
to  Saudi  Arabia 

BONN  (Reuter).  —  The  Israeli  am¬ 
bassador  to  Bonn  yesterday  issued  a 
stern  warning  to  West  Germany  not 
to  sell  arms  to  Saudi  Arabia. 

In  an  interview  with  Reuters  a 
week  before  Chancellor  Helmut 
Kohl  starts  an  official  visit  to  Israel, 
Ambassador  Yitzhak  Ben-Ari  said 
such  sales  could  produce  unfore¬ 
seen  problems  for  Bonn. 

During  a  Mideast  tour  last  sum¬ 
mer,  Kohl  told  Saudi  leaders  he 
would  not  allow  the  sale  of  high- 
powered  Leopard-2  battle  tanks  — 
the  deal  most  feared  by  the  Israelis. 

B  ut  he  said  he  was  ready  to  offer 
more  defensive  weapons,  such  as 
the  Gepard  anti-aircraft  tank. 

Ben-Ari  said  Israel  would  not  be 
bought  off  by  economic  compensa¬ 
tion  for  West  German  arms  sales  to 
Saudi  Arabia. 

He  expressed  doubt  that  the 
Saudis  wanted  the  weapons  for 
defensive  purposes  and  said  past 
West  German  arms  deliveries  had 
turned  up  all  over  the  Middle  East, 
including  a  whole  series  of  small 
calibre  weapons  in  Lebanon. 

However,  Ben-Ari  said  that  in  no 
way  did  Israel  want  to  obstruct  good 
West  German  relations  with  the 
Arab  countries.

Warning  sounded  on  danger  to  Israeli  democracy 


Warnings  that  Israeli  parliamen¬ 
tary  democracy  carmol  be  taken  for 
granted  were  expressed  yesterday  in 
the  Knesset’s  debate  on  its  own 
functions  and  performance.  The 
dehate  was  held  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Knesset’s  35th  birthday  which 
actually  falls  tomorrow.  Tu  Bishvat. 

Speaker  Menahem  Savidor,  who 
opened  the  discussion,  noted  that 
most  of  the  leaders  who  played  a 
part  in  the  renewal  of  Israeli  in¬ 
dependence  are  pained  by  the 
deterioration  of  standards  and 
values  in  our  society, 

Aharon  Harel  (Alignment)  said 
the  Knesset  was  ignoring  the  threat 
of  collapse  of  the  democratic  systen 
in  Israel.  The  activities  of  the  Terror 
Against  Terror  movement  should 
have  spurred  MKs  to  go  to  the 
schools  and  to  the  youth  move¬ 
ments  to  talk  about  its  dangers. 

Yehuda  Ben-Meir  (National 
Religious  Party)  said  that  the  real 
danger  to  Israeli  democracy  lies  in 
the  increasingly  negative  image  of 
the  Knesset. 

A  dissenting  view  was  that  of 
Benny  Shalita  (Likud-Libcrals). 
who  likened  the  “democracy  is  in 
danger”  warning  to  the  boy  who 
cried  wolf. 

Nahman  Raz  (Alignment- 
L  ah  our)  said  that  the  empty  seals  in 
the  House  aroused  the  disgust  of  the 
public,  and  so  did  the  behaviour  of 


MKs  who  “dance  to  the  tune  of  the 
media." 

Yossi  Sarid  (Alignment)  belittled 
discussion  of  matters  like  the  salary 
and  immunity  of  MKs  or  their  at¬ 
tendance  at  sessions  or  committees. 
The  real  question  was  the  Knesset’s 
influence  on  matters  of  life  and 
death,  he  said. 

Mordechai  Virshubski  (Shinui) 
said  there  is  a  connection  between 
“the  unimportant  matters"  such  as 
attendance,  rules  of  ethics,  and 
moral  leadership  in  general,  on  the 
one  hand,  and  the  Knesset’s  image, 
on  the  other. 

Shuldmil  Aloni  said  that  what  was 
really  important  was  that  the  Knes¬ 
set  lay  down  Tor  the  government,  for 
itself,  and  for  the  public  “universal 
norms  of  what  may  and  may  not  be 
done.’’ 

Rising  violence  in  schools 

Rav-Pakad  Ella  Kahan,  head  of 
the  police  juvenile  delinquency  divi¬ 
sion.  .said  yesterday  that  while 
violence  is  on  the  increase  in  the 
schools,  the  number  of  complaints 
to  the  police  about  hooliganism, 
vandalism  and  assault,  fails  far 
behind. 

Al  a  meeting  of  the  Knesset 
Education  Committee  devoted  to 
violence  in  schools.  Kahan  said: 
"Firm  measures  must  be  taken 
forthwith  against  vandalism  and 


drug  abuse  in  the  schools.  There  has 
been  too  much  wavering.  The  prin¬ 
cipals  must  report  every  single  case 
of  violence  to  the  police. 

Committee  chairman  Ora  Namir, 
who  agreed  with  the  senior  police 
official,  said:  “The  conspiracy  of 
silence  must  come  to  an  end  now. 
The  wish  of  the  schools  to  protect 
their  good  name,  and  keep  things 
dark,  is  no  excuse  and  no 
justification." 

Shoshana  Bayer,  chairman  of  the 
Secondary  School  Teachers  As¬ 
sociation.  said:  “Teachers  and  prin¬ 
cipals  are  scared  to  go  to  the  police. 
The  teachers  are  defenceless 
against  the  physical  and  verbal 
violence  of  the  pupils  and  their 
parents." 

Yehudit  Tyroler.  principal  of 
Nahshonim school  in  Bat  Yam.  said: 
”Wc  have  pupils  who  were  caught 
stealing  rifles  and  selling  them  to 
Arabs.  But  they  were  never 
punished  and  they  are  still  at  the 
school.” 

Local  authorities'  straits 

Twenty  local  authorities  are  in 
very  serious  financial  condition,  the 
Knesset  Interior  Committee  heard 
yesterday  from  Haim  Kubersky, 
director-general  of  the  Interior 
Ministry. 

"The  government  is  well  aware 
that  it  must  help  these  local 


authorities,  and  the  Interior 
Ministry  hopes  the  Treasury  will  un-. 
derstand  and  will  help. 

"However,  some  of  these 
authorities  are  in  dire  straits 
because  of  financial  mis¬ 
management,"  Kubersky  said. 

Kubersky's  statement  that  the 
cumulative  deficit  of  all  the  local 
authorities  totalled  IS4.5  billion  was 
rejected  by  the  representatives  of 
the  local  authorities  who  put  the 
figure  between  four  and  five  limes 
higher.  They  blamed  the  govern¬ 
ment  for  withholding  financial 
transfers  so  that  the  authorities  had 
no  choice  but  to  run  deeply  into 
debt. 

Bank  shares  probe 
Attorney-General  Yitzhak  Zamir 
said  yesterday  that  the  ongoing 
probe  of  the  bank  shares  crash  to 
determine  whether  any  criminal  of¬ 
fences  were  involved  was  not  in 
itself  sufficient.  Hence,  he  had 
proposed  a  broader  study  so  that 
the  public  could  learn  just  what 
caused  the  collapse. 

Zamir,  who  spoke  in  Lhe  Knesset 
Law  Committee,  drew  the  approval 
of  all  its  members. 

The  inquiry  recommended  by 
Zamir  and  accepted  by  the  commit¬ 
tee  will  not  be  a  state  commission, 
hut  y  body  to  be  set  up  by  the 
government  as  “an  independent  ex¬ 
amining  committee." 


Postmen  back  to  work;;1/

The  postal  workers  return  to 
work  this  morning  —  at  least  for  the 
time  being  —  but  the  railway 
employees  are  continuing  with  their 
strike.’

These  are  rumours  that  the 
workers  —  among  the  lowest  paid  in 
the  civil  service  —  will  apply 
various  sanctions  today,  despite 
their  return  to  the  job.  They  may 
still  decide  to  strike  again. 

An  average  of  1.5  million  pieces 
of  mail  are  sent  through  the.  postal 
system  every  day  and  within  two 
days,  the  pilcup  of  mail  should  be 
considerable,  requiring  overtime 
work  by  the  postal  employees. 
Railway  workers: 

The  railway  workers  are  continu¬ 
ing  their  strike  which  goes  into  its 
fourth  day  today.  According  to  the 
workers  committee,  no  negotiations 
are  taking  place.

Ministry  of  Agriculture 
employees  are  continuing  their  par¬ 
tial  strike.

Top  Mtk  little  need  fur  treatment  abroad

BEER&HEBA.  —  The  public  is  be¬ 
ing  deceived  sometimes  when  peo¬ 
ple  place  advertisements  in  new¬ 
spapers  calling  for  money  to  send 
children  overseas  for  complicated 
surgery.  Professor  Avraham  Mares, 
chairman  of  the  Israeli  Society  of 
Pediatric  Surgeons  and  head  of 
SorOka  Hospital's  surgery  unit,  said 
here  ye-.terday. 

“There  are  very  few  surgical 
procedures  that  cannot  be  carried 
oiit  in  Israel,”  he  said.  "It  would  be 
preferable  if  the  sums  were  donated 
to  existing  medical  centres  here, 
rather  than  using  the  money  for 


sending  patients  abroad  for 
treatment.” 

Mares  spoke  of  a  Haifa  baby  boy, 
born  with  several  defects  needing 
corrective  surgery.  The  boy’s  father 
advertised  in  the  press  for  money  to 
send  “baby  Rafael  Nissim”  to  the 
U.S.  for  treatment.  The  advertise¬ 
ment  was  signed  by  Sephardi  Chief 
Rabbi  Mordechai  Eliahu  and  a 
dozen  others. 

“I  spoke  with  the  chief  rabbi  and 
told  him  the  boy  could  be  success¬ 
fully  treated  in  Israel.”  Eliahu  said 
he  had  not  known  this  when  the 
boy's  father,  the  head  of  a  Haifa 
yeshiva.  contacted  him  for  help. 

The  boy  is  now  in  Hadassah 
Hospital  in  Jerusalem.

Drought  may  reduce  Tu  Bishvat  plantings

Over  25.000  trees  are  due  to  he  planted  tomorrow  in

million  other  saplings  may  go  unplamed  because  of  this 
year’s  drought. 

The  plantings,  to  celebrate  the  “New  Year  of  the 
Trees."  will  be  carried  out  by  school  children,  new  im¬ 
migrants  and  others  ai  150  sites  prepared  by  the  Jewish 
National  Fund.  This  year  a  variety  will  be  added  to  the 
forests,  by  pluming  indigenous  oaks,  terebinths,  carobs. 
olives  and  acacias. 

But  20.000  dunums  prepared  this  year  for  afforesta¬ 
tion  may  remain  unplanted  if  the  lack  of  rain  continues.

Haifa  man  tries  to  block  son’s  extradition 


A  Haifa  citizen  and  his  son  who 
lives  in  the  U.S.  have  applied  to  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  asking  it  to 
order  the  police  not  to  ask  for  the 
son's  extradition  to  Israel.  They  also 
want  the  police  to  explain  why  they 
are  asking  for  the  extradition  in 
connection  with  a  murder  commit¬ 
ted  in  Israel.  A  panel  of  three  judges 
is  to  hear  the  application. 

Dr.  Honan  Brin  said  that  his  son 
Yaron,  33.  left  for  the  U.S.  in 
December  1981.  He  has  seuied  in 
New  York  and  is  living  with  a  local 
girl.  The  couple  have  a  daughter 
and  intend  to  marry. 

Yaron  Brin  is  sought  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  murder  carried  out  in 
December  1981.  Brin  said  his  son 
told  him  he  had  no  involvement 
with  any  murder  and  has  not  been 
Involved  with  any  criminal  activity. 
Xhe.jsc^syggpsted;  that.  a.. former 
burtnec.  with  whom  he  had  fallen 


out. 'might  have  given  false 
testimony  to  the  police  as  an  act  of 
revenge. 

When  Brin  senior  applied  to  the 
police  and  the  Justice  Ministry 
ahoui  the  matter,  Re  was  told  that 
there  was  no  request  for  extradition. 
But  the  son's  American  attorney 
said  that  the  New  York  police  said 
there  had  been  an  extradition  re¬ 
quest.  conveyed  through  the  Israel 
Embassy  in  Washington. 

In  their  application  to  the  High 
Court,  the  Brins  maintain  that,  if 
Yaron  is  brought  back  to  Israel,  this 
will  prejudice  his  chances  of  return¬ 
ing  and  taking  up  his  family  life 
there,  even  if  nothing  is  found 
against  him.  Brin  maintains  the 
police  have  given  him  false  informa¬ 
tion  and  that  they  applied  for  his 
son's  extradition  without  checking 
adequately  if  the  request  was 
justified.  (Itim) 


Kohl  to  get  doctorate  from  Tel  Aviv  University 


West  German  Chancellor  Helmut 
Kohl  is  to  be  awarded  an  honorary 
doctorate  by  Tel  Aviv  University  on 
January  26  in  recognition  of  his  sup¬ 
port  for  legislation  helping 
Holocaust  survivors.

Moscow  labels  Reagan  bid 
for  new  talks  ‘propaganda’ 


NHW  YORK  (AP).  -  The  Soviet 
Union  on  Monday  night  dismissed 
any  milder  tone  in  President  Ronald 
Reagan’s  Npecch  on  U.S. -Soviet 
relations  as  election-year 
propaganda  and  said  Reagan  of¬ 
fered  no  “new-  ideas  or  constructive 
proposals"  and  aimed  “only  to  mis¬ 
lead  public  opinion." 

In  a  similar  vein.  Reagan's 
foreign  policy  critics  in  Washington 
said  they  said  they  saw  no  sign  of 
policy  chances  which  would  thaw 
the  current  diplomatic  freeze 
between  the  .superpowers. 

The  official  Soviet  news  agency 
TASS  made  it  clear  the  Soviets  were 
not  interested  in  conciliatory  talk 
unless  accompanied  by  U.S.  con¬ 
cessions  on  nuclear  arms  cuts. 

•‘Judging  by  its  content,  the 
speech  was  first  of  ail  of  a 
propaganda  nature.”  TASS  said. 
"Behind  the  loquacious  rhetoric 
about  adherence  to  limiting  the 
arms  race  and  love  or  peace  was,  in 
effect,  the  known  position  of  the 
U.S.  administration." 

A  hrief  T  \SS  news  agency  report 
was  buried  in  the  foreign  news 


pages  of  the  national  daily  new¬ 
spapers  and  the  Soviet  media  made 
no  further  comment  on  his  remarks. 

They  maintained  a  barrage  of  at¬ 
tacks  on  U.S.  foreign  policy. 
Western  diplomats  said  Moscow  ap¬ 
peared  to  he  in  an  uncompromising 
mood  and  determined  to  ignore 
Reagan's  overtures.  The 
authoritative  Communist  Parly  dai¬ 
ly  Praviia  yesterday  rebuffed 
Washington's  attempt  to  take  a 
more  conciliatory  tone  with 
Moscow  as  deliberate  "sordid 
trickery"  to  mislead  world  opinion. 

Analyst  Vitaly  Korionov  said  that 
a  genuine  revision  or  softening  of 
Reagan's  policies  would  be 
welcome,  but  dismissed  the  current 
moves  as  a  mere  ploy. 

"...Prominent  American  politi¬ 
cians  and  many  mass  media  agree 
that  what  these  claims  really  are  is  a 
deliberate  attempt  to  mislead  world 
public  opinion,"  the  analyst  said. 

In  Washington.  Claiborne  Pell, 
the  senior  Democrat  on  the  Senate 
Foreign  Relations  Committee,  said 
Reagan's  speech  improved  the  tone 
of  relations  with  the  Soviet  Union.

|  Congress  men 
fight  police 
in  Kashmir 

NEW  DELHI  < -XP).  —  Members  of 
Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi's 
Congress  Party  fought  pitched  bat¬ 
tles  with  police  for  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  day  on  Monday  in  the 
Himalayan  state  of  Kashmir  which 
is  governed  by  a  regional  parly, 
authorities  reported. 

A  general  strike  sponsored  by  the 
Congress  Party  in  the  Hindu- 
majorhy  Jammu  region  shut  down 
stores,  markets,  businesses,  movie 
houses  and  schools,  reports  from 
the  area  said. 

The  shutdown  was  called  to 
protest  against  police  shootings  last 
Saturday.  Congress  leaders  and 
press  reports  said  nine  party 
workers  were  slain.  The  Kashmir 
government  ruled  by  Chief  Minister 
F’arouk  Abdullah  admitted  only 
four  deaths. 

The  Congress  Party  has  been 
agitating  for  the  dismissal  of  Abdul¬ 
lah's  government,  claiming  that  Ab¬ 
dullah  rigged  the  June  1983  state 
election  and  has  since  terrorized  op¬ 
position  workers  through  arbitrary 
arrests.  - 

Mufti  Mohammed  Sayed,  the 
Congrefc*.  Purty  chief  in  Kashmir, 
said  Monday  his  party  would  con¬ 
tinue  its  statewide  protests  against 
Abdullah's  "gun-crazy  illegitimate 
government."  He  described  Abdul¬ 
la  h.  a  British-educated  physician,  us 
a  "neo-fascist." 

Abdullah.  47.  meanwhile, 
charged  that  the  clashes  between 
state  police  and  Gandhi's  sup¬ 
porters  resulted  from  attempts  to 
oust  him  through  violence.  He  ac¬ 
cused  her  of  inciting  her  party 
workers  against  him. 

Slate  officials  said  nearly  200 
Congress  Party  members  were 
detained  Monday  on  charges  of 
rioting  and  arson  and  for  defying 
h;ms  on  public  assembly  .  The  party, 
however,  claimed  500  workers  were 
arrested,  many  while  travelling  in 
huscs. 


Queen  and  family 
get  3.78%  pay  rise 

LONDON  (AP).  —  Queen 
Elizabeth  H  and  her  family  got  a 
3.78  per  cent  raise  in  their  multi- 
million  pound  allowances,  officials 
said  yesterday,  adding  that  it  was 
just  enough  to  a\oid  a  "significant 
reduction  in  the  scale  or  style  of 
roy  al  occasions." 

The  57-year-old  monarch’s  an¬ 
nual  stute-funded  pay  —  always 
described  us  an  allowance  —  went 
up  to  E3.H5  million,  from  £3.7lm. 
lust  year. 

The  allowances  to  the  royal  fami¬ 
ly  are  paid  annually  from  what  is 
known  as  ihe  Civil  List,  funded  by 
taxpayers. 

In  the  latest  Civil  List,  the  queen, 
her  husband,  mother,  sister,  aunt 
and  three  younger  children  were 
awarded  £4.69m.  for  the  fiscal  year 
starling  in  \pril.  up  from  £4.52m. 
last  year.

Soviet  rocket  could  take  men 
to  Mars,  British  TV  reports 


LONDON  (Reuter).  -  The  U.S. 
space  shuttle  has  photographed  a 
top-secret  Soviet  rocket  capable  of 
carrying  men  to  Mars.  British 
Television  reported. 

Independent  Television  News 
(ITN)  said  Monday  night  that  the 
NX-metre  tall  rocket  was  the  most 
powerful  ever  built.  It  was  seen  on  a 
launch  pad  at  Tyuraiam  in 
Kazakhstan. 

ITN  said  Commander  John 
Young  photographed  the  Soviet 
rocket  during  the  59th  orbit  of  the 
space  shuttle's  last  mission  in 
December. 

According  to  ITN:  "When  the 
picture  was  enhanced  by  a  com¬ 
puter  they  found  they  had  the  first 


shot  of  the  most  powerful  rocket 
that's  ever  been  built." 

The  rocket  had  previously  been 
hidden  even  from  spy  satellites  by 
camouflaged  netting,  the  report 
said,  adding  that  this  netting  had 
now  been  removed. 

The  report  said  the  rocket,  called 
the  G  Vehicle,  was  not  quite  as  tall 
as  the  Saturn  5  rocket  which  took  1 
the  Americans  to  the  moon.  But  it , 
was  mure  powerful  and  could  lift  a 1 
payload  of  180  tons  into  a  low  earth 
orbit.  1 

"NAS  \  thinks  it  would  be  used  to 
launch  a  12-man  space  station,  but 
it's  also  powerful  enough  for  a  manr 
ned  mission  to  Mars,”  the  British 
report  said. 


Dutch  court  jails  W.  German 
in  arms  smuggling  to  Libya 


ROTTERDAM  (AP).  -  A  Dutch 
court  yesterday  sentenced  a  West 
German  to  a  year  in  prison  for  il¬ 
legal  storage  of  Libyan  explosives  in 
Rotterdam  that  ex-CIA  agent 
Edwin  Wilson  was  allegedly  plann¬ 
ing  to  supply  to  European  terrorist 
organizations. 

Wolfgang  Sleiniger,  37,  was 
found  guilty  of  unlawfully  keeping 
46  kilograms  of  C-4  plastic  ex¬ 
plosive  on  the  premises  of  his  shipp¬ 
ing  firm  Whestship. 

Rotterdam  prosecutor  Rudolf 
Gerding  told  the  court  in  October 
that  Libya  was  the  point  of  origin 
for  the  explosives  and  that  they 
were  meant  for  distribution  to  the 
unnamed  terrorist  groups. 

In  later  testimony,  during 
January,  a  witness  identified  as  an 
officer  of  the  U.S.  armed  forces, 
testified  for  the  defence  that  he  had 


arranged  for  Sleiniger  lo  store  the 
explosives. 

At  the  time  the  deal  was  made, 
ihe  officer  said,  he  was  working  for 
Edwin  Wilson,  an  ex-CIA  agent 
who  was  later  convicted  in  the  U.S. 
for  attempted  murder  and  smuggl¬ 
ing  firearms  and  explosives  to 
Libya. 

Rotterdam  police  discovered  the 
explosives  in  December  1982.. 
acting  on  a  tip  from  the  FBI.  The  C- 
4  was  hidden  in  three  barrels 
marked  "drilling  mud."  a  substance 
used  lo  cool  oil  drilling  bits.  In 
dealing  out  the  relatively  mild 
prison  term.  Ihe  court  said  it  had 
taken  into  account  that  Steiniger 
had  been  financially  “ruined"  by 
gelling  involved  in  the  explosives 
smuggling  plot.  Wheslship  went 
bankrupt  Fast  year  after  Steiniger 
was  taken  into  custody. 


Greek  cabinet  reshuffle 
stresses  health,  economy 


ATHENS  (Reuter).  —  Nine  new 
ministers  and  under-secretaries 
were  sworn  into  Greece's  Socialist 
government  yesterday  in  a  reshuffle 
focusing  on  key  domestic  areas  such 
as  health  and  the  economy. 

In  his  second  major  reshuffle 
isince  coming  to  power  in  1981,  Prime 
Minister  \ndreas  Papandreou  has 
recalled  to  the  cabinet  two  former 
economic  ministers  and  named  a 
Sitciaiist  ideologue  to  the  key  health 
portfolio. 

Apostolos  Lazaris.  a  business 
studies  professor  who  was  dropped 
as  top  economic  minister  18  months 
.ago.  becomes  minister  to  the  prime 
minister,  while  Sakis  Peponis.  also  a 
former  economy  minister,  takes 
over  the  new  post  of  broadcasting. 

Pasok  (Socialist)  Party  theoreti¬ 
cian  George  Yennimatas  becomes 
health  minister  at  a  time  when  a 
five-vear-plan  for  a  massive  boost  in 


slate  medical  spending  has  run  into 
problems,  with  Athens  doctors  on 
strike  over  pay. 

Promises  to  trim  private  medicine 
and  improve  conditions  in  the  slate 
hospitals,  where  resources  are 
scarce  and  patients  are  often  cram¬ 
med  into  corridors,  were  a  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  electoral  platform  that 
brought  Pasok  to  power. 

The  return  to  the  cabinet  of 
Lsizaris  and  Peponis,  and  the 
replacement  of  George  M  or  ait  is  as 
commerce  minister  by  newcomer 
Vassilis  Kedicoglou  were  seen  by 
conservative  commentators  as  an 
admission  of  failure  in  economic 
policy. 

Inflation  ran  at  20.5  per  cent  Fast 
year,  overrunning  the  government’s 
modest  target  of  getting  it  below  20 
per  cent  after  the  1982  figure  of  21 .0 
per  cent. 


Spanish  gangsters  slay  three  policemen 


VALF'N'C!  \  (Reuter).  —  Three 
Spanish  civil  guard  police  were  kil¬ 
led  near  here  yesterday  in  a  pre¬ 
dawn  cunfight  with  a  gang  of 
criminals  in  which  one  of  their  as¬ 
sailants  also  died,  the  local  civil 
governor  said. 

The  .shooting  had  no  connection 
with  political  terrorism,  he  said. 

The  gang  of  three  or  four  men 


opened  fire  on  the  police  at  a  road 
junction  after  the  van  in  which  they 
were  travelling  was  flagged  down  by 
a  civil  guard  car  patrol. 

Several  hours  later,  one  of  the  at¬ 
tackers.  an  unemployed  metal 
worker,  staggered  into  his  home  in 
Valencia  where  he  died  of  bullet 
wounds.

U.S.  court  rules 
video  recording 
at  home  is  legal 

WASHINGTON  (Reuterj.  —  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  yester- 
duv  that  home  video  taping  of  Hol¬ 
lywood  films  and  other  copyrighted 
television  programmes  is  legal. 

The  5-4  decision,  in  one  of  the 
most  controversial  cases  to  come 
before  the  court  in  recent  years,  was. 
a  victory  for  the  S3  billion  a  year 
home  video  industry,  one  of  the 
fastest-growing  electronic  busines¬ 
ses  in  the  U.S. 

in  its  opinion,  the  Supreme  Court 
said  that  home  video  recorders  were 
being  used  by  the  general  public 
primarily  for  home  entertainment 
and  not  for  commercial  use. 
Therefore,  this  did  not  constitute  a 
violation  of  U.S.  copyright  laws. 

The  decision  came  in  a  suit  filed 
by  Universal  City  Studios  Inc.  and 
Walt  Disney  Productions  against 
Sony  Corporation  of  America  and 
other  video  equipment  manufac- ; 
turers.

manuscripts.  A  similar  problem  of 
dispersion  exists  for  medieval 
'Hebrew  manuscripts,  Somekh  says. 
They're  at  Cambridge.  Oxford,  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  in 
New  York,  Leningrad,  Leyden,  and 
some  arc  still  in  Cairo. 


THK  SECOND  major  area  Somekh 
wants  to  tackle  with  his  new-found 
stash  is  the  recruitment  of  good  stu¬ 
dents.  On  the  basis  of  20  years'  ex¬ 
perience  in  education,  he  calls  the 
treatment,  of  Arabic  in  high  schools 
"a  scandal." 


"Successive  governments  say 
we're  interested  in  encouraging  the 
study  of  Arabic,  but  they  never  take 
it  seriously.”  he  says.  "They  say  that 
more  students  are  taking  Arabic 
now.  but  the  percentage  of  those 
majoring  in  it  is  going  down.  That's 
the  tragedy.” 

The  heyday  for  Arabic  in  the  high 
schools  was  in  the  ’50s,  when  there 
was  a  good  curriculum  and 
dedicated  -  teachers.  Some  of  the 
leaders  in  the  field  today  —he  men¬ 
tions  Shimon  Shamir,  who  heads  the 
Israeli  Academic  Mission  in  Cairo, 
and  Haim  Shaked  —  emerged  from 


those  classes. 

A  high-school  background  is 
vital.  *ince  university  programmes 
don't  start  from  scratch.  Somekh 
explains.  Some  entering  students 
take  an  intensive  six-month  course, 
but  in  most  cases,  knowledge  of  the 
language  is  a  prerequisite  for 
studies. 

This  year,  for  the  first  lime,  there 
was  a  greater  interest  in  Arabic 
among  good  students,  while  the 
level  of  students  seemed  to  be  drop¬ 
ping  in  other  departments.  But 
Somekh  sees  the  increased  interest 
as  a  "deluved  reaction  to  Sadat's 


IN  ORDER  to  interest  students, 
teachers  have  to  have  better  transla¬ 
tions  to  offer  and  books  about  the 
*uhject.  Somekh  says.  "For  in¬ 
stance.  there's  no  good  survey  or 
Arabic  literature  in  Hebrew." 

Which  brings  us  to  the  third  pro¬ 
ject  for  the  endowment;  more  and 
better  translations.  About  10  books 
have  recently  been  translated,  he 
says  —  mostly  works  by  his  friend 
Mahfou/:  one  is  a  novel  of  Beirut  in 
l**75  by  a  Lebanese. 

What  about  Palestinian  works? 
He  mentions  one  outstanding  work 
by  F.mil  Habibi.  a  member  of 
Rakah.  the  communist  party,  who 
was  in  the  Knesset  for  15  years.  He's 
“not  prolific,  but  probably  the  best 
Palestinian  novelist  today.”  says 
Somekh.  His  book,  whose  title  is  a 
neologism  roughly  equivalent  to 
The  Opiipesxintist,  has  been 
translated  into  Hebrew  by  Anton 
Shummas.  a  poet  who  writes  in  both 
Arabic  and  Hebrew. 

A  few  segments  of  the  work  are 
presented  in  the  October- 
Novemher  issue  of  \fo:naim.  the 
muga/rne  of  the  Hebrew  Writers' 
Association,  which  has  devoted  the 
double  issue  to  Arabic  literature  in 
translation. 

The  book  is  picaresque,  describ¬ 
ing  with  loneue-in-cheek  delicacy  a 


.-.erics  of  misadventures.  In  the  V/ir- 
naini  selections,  the  hero,  who  has 
lived  in  Haifa  all  his-  life,  is  returned 
there  in  an  army  truck  from  Acre 
alter  the  I94X  war,  and  "welcomed" 
in  the  Jewish  state.

The  bunk  has  been  translated  into 
English  h\  Trevor  Lc  Gassicke.  a 
British  scholar,  and  Salma  Juvyusi. 

It  was  issued  in 
New  York  Iasi  year  by  Vantage  un¬ 
der  the  title:  The  Seeret  Life  of 
Speed,  the  Ill-Fated  Pessimist  and 
sithtitlcd  “  \  Palestinian  who 
became  a  ciii/en  of  Israel." 

Other  Palestinian  works  are 
available  in  English  in  u  series 
published  h\  Three  Continents  in  the 
L.S..  which  collaborates  with 
Heinemunn  in  England.  Among 
them  are  hooks  by  Ghussan 
Kitn.if.ini.  who  was  the  spokesman 
l.-r  George  Habjsh  until  his  death 
.ihiiut  hi  years  ago.  and  Mahmoud 
D.irwish.  “an  ex-Israeli  who  works 
lor  the  PI.O  in  Beirut.” 

The  choice  of  the  books  in  the 
series  is  "not  always  the  best,  as  far 
-is  I'm  concerned.”  says  Somekh. 
"There's  a  tinge  of  propaganda,  of 
iemiemi.su.sn ess.  in  it."  Besides,  he 
adds,  “the  translations  are  less  than 
perfect.” 

\rjhs  depicted  in  Hebrew 
literature  tend  to  be  allegorical,  and 
the  same  is  true  of  Jews  depicted  in 
\rahie  literature.  "The  most  impor¬ 
tant  authors  never  wrote  of  Jews.” 
he  says.  'They  knew  they  didn't 
knuw.” 

But  there's  "a  plethora  of  trivial 
literature”  in  \rabic  which  presents 
Jewish  stereotypes  that  Somekh  still 
finds  shocking  in  their  distortion. 
They  lend  to  be  “the  cruel 
\shkena/i  officer”  and  “a  woman 
named  Rachelle”  who  is  often  both 
soldier  and  prostitute. 

Increased  study  or  the  literature 
may  or  may  not  lead  to  palpable 
change  in  the  relationship  between 
peoples.  In  any  ease,  the  projects  to 
he  supported  hy  the  Halmos  chair 
are  primarily  of  intellectual  interest.

"This  revival  of  the  Feast  of 
Trees  took  place  on  the  15th  of 
Shvat,  1929.  During  the  long  years 
of  Dispersion,  Jews  had  kept  this 
memorable  feast  established  in 
Levitical  times  by  eating  15  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  fruit  grown  in  the 
Holy  Land.  Now  with  the  return  to 
the  Land  they  were  once  more 
planting  in  memory  of  the  ancient 
saying  ‘He  who  plants  in  the  land 
shall  possess  the  land.”' 

He  recalled  that  back  in  London, 
and  as  a  result  of  a  lecture  tour  to 
America,  he  raised  more  funds  to 
establish  tree  nurseries  in  Palestine 
and  to  "plant  the  new.  forest 
between  Jerusalem  and  Jaffa."

"which  for  three  days  had 
endeavoured  to  catch  up  with  Arab 
marauders.  At  the  end  of  that  time 
they  emerged,  tired  and  hungry, 
their- emergency  rations  finished, 
and  the  Arabs  still  ,  hiding  in  the 
Forest.  The  officers  reported  their 
failure  to  their  colonel,  who 
reported  to  the  generaL  who  called 
on  the  governor  general, 
Wauchope,  to  suggest  the  forest  be 
cut  down  so  that  the  army  could 
complete  their  job. 

"What.  generaL"  said  the  gover¬ 
nor.  "You  must  not  dare  .touch  a 
tree,  those  were  planted  by  the  Men 
of  the  Trees,  it’s  as  much  as  my  job's 
worth.'  “ 

Bak'r  later  met  General 
Wauchope  in  London.  "I  asked  him 
if  there  was  any  truth  in  the  story 
and  he  replied:  ‘That’s  true,  or  near 
enough.  You'd  have  had  me  sacked, 
Bfeker.  wouldn’t  you?'" 

Baker  also  took  the  opportunity 
on  his  visit,  to  Palestine  to  coll  on 
Shoghi  Rabbaneh  Effendi,  the  late 
guardian  of  the  Baha'i  faith.  "He 
greeted  me  and  handed -me  an 
envelope,  with  his  application  for 
life  membership  of  the  Men  of  the 
Trees.  He  promised  that  1  would 
succeed  in  bringing  all  the  Heads  of

The  town  planning  law  applicable 
to  Judea  and  Samaria  is  the  Jorda¬ 
nian  Interim  Town,  Village  and 
Building  Planning  Law  of  1966,  as 
amended  by  Order  418  of  the 
military  commander  of  the  area. 
That  law  provides  that  notice  or  the 
deposit  of  the  scheme  must  be 
published  in  the  official  gazelle  and 
in  two  local  newspapers,  and  that 
for  two  months  after  the  official 
publication,  the  notice  must  be  ex¬ 
hibited  in  the  office  of  the  Local 
Planning  Commission,  in  this  case 
the  Local  Council  of  Ariel.  It  must 
also  be  drawn  as  far  as  possible  to 


the  attention  of  property  owners  af¬ 
flicted.  Objections  to  the  scheme 
niav-he  lodged  within  two  months 
aftec  chtti.publicatiob  in  the  official 
gazette. 

In  terms  of  Order  161  of  the 
military  commander,  every  provi¬ 
sion  in  a  law  requiring  publication 
in  the  official  gazette  shall  be  in¬ 
terpreted  as  meaning  publication  in 
a  manner  regarded  by  him  as  suf¬ 
ficient  to  bring  the  matter  to  the 
notice  of  persons  affected.  Pursuant 
to  this  order,  the  genera!  com¬ 
manding  the  Central  District 
decided  on  four  methods  of  publica¬ 
tion.  the  relevant  one  of  which 
provides  that  in  the  case  of  a 
publication  affecting  a  town  or  vil¬ 
lage.  the  notice  shall  be  exhibited  in 
the  municipal  offices  or  the  hpme  of 
the  mukhiar.  as  the  case  may  be.

In  defence  of  higher  bank  charges

TKI  WfV.  The  banks  have 
decided  u»  raise  their  commissions 
to  realistic  levels.  The  country  is  in 
an  uproar.  The  increases  are  termed 
outrageous.  The  Examiner  or  Banks 
sudden [v  seems  to  discover  that  the 
hanks  arc  operating  u  cartel. 

Sv’me  irate  customers  charge  that 
the  hanks  plan  to  recoup  the  sub- 
vt;imi-ji  losses  they  suffered  Iasi 
year,  hv  raising  their  commissions 

now. 

Other  observers  discovered  all  of 
a  sudden  that  the  Postal  Bank  offers 
certain  hanking  services  free  of 
charge.  They  advise  the  public  to 
switch  oyer  to  the  Postal  Bank. 

What  is  really  the  mailer? 

The  public  should  realize  that  the 
commissions  the  banks  charged  for 
their  services  were  very  low  — 
sometimes  ridiculously  so. 

To  lake  one  example.  The 
minimum  commission  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  securities  was 
IS5f»  ai  the  beginning  of  last  year, 
l  ast  June  it  was  raised  to  1575.  then 
ISino  and  now  it  is  IS  140.  In  all  — 


about  .>ne  dollar.  \  New  York  or 
London  broker  would  not  dream  of 
picking  up  his  telephone  if  the 
minimum  reward  he  could  expect 
was  onlv  one  dollar.  The  same  ap¬ 
plies  to  hanks  and  brokers  on  the 
Huropean  continent. 

W'h\  did  the  hunks  charge  such 
low  commissions  for  many  of  their 
services?  The  answer  is  obvious  — 
competition.  Low  commission  rates 
were  an  important  means  of  at¬ 
tract  ing  customers. 

The  banks  were  never  very  cost- 
consoious  and  rather  weak  on  cost- 
aecounting.  it  is  far  from  simple  to 
determine  what  a  certain  service 
costs.  On  top  of  this  much  depends 
on  the  amount  of  a  transaction.  The 
bank  which  is  able  to  attract  more, 
and  especially,  bigger  customers 
can  ofTer  its  services  at  lower  rates. 

Although  the  banks  in  the  past 
have  reached  understanding  about 
the  commissions  they  would  charge, 
in  practice  quite  a  few  rebates  were 
granted.  So  long  as  the  banks  made 
substantial  profits  on  ail  kinds  of 
transactions,  the  fact  that  some  ser¬ 
vices  —  mu  ai!  —  were  often  of¬ 


fered  at  a  loss  escaped  the  attention 
of  the  public. 

But  now  times  have  changed. 
Kecs  for  services  must  at  least  cover 
the  real  costs.  That  increases  have 
to  he  substantial  should  be  clear  for 
three  reasons.  First,  service  charges 
are  too  low  at  present.  Second,  in¬ 
flation  is  proceeding  undiminished. 

.  Third,  and  perhaps  most  important, 
the  turnover  of  the  banks  is  shrink¬ 
ing.  A  lower  turnover  makes  ser-. 
vices  automatically  more  expensive. 1 

Siime  •savings  can  be  effected  by 
curtailing  staff  and  making 
economies.  Some  branches  cun  be 
closed,  hut  the  immediate  effect  of 
these  steps  on  a  bank's  overall  ex¬ 
penses  should  not  be  overestimated. 

It  is  important  that  banks  should 
pay  their  way.  Fees  for  services 
rendered  should  be  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  line  with  real  costs.  Nobody 
is  interested  in  a  banking  system 
that  operates  at  a  loss.  The  banks 
have  in  general  accumulated  suf¬ 
ficient  reserves  to  survive  one  or 
two  hud  years.  Bui  in  the  long  run 
they  should  operate  at  a  profit.  This 
is  in  the  interest  of  all.

Soviet  trade  with  Gulf  states  growing 


KUWAIT  (API.  —  Saudi  Arabia’s 
trade  with  the  Soviet  Union 
registered  a  seven-fold  increase 
over  the  past  eighi  years,  a  senior 
Soviet  official  was  quoted  this  week 
as  telling  a  Kuwaiti  newspaper. 

Robert  Klekoviski.  identified  by 
the  newspaper  Al-Anbaa  as  head  of 
the  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry’s  Mid¬ 
dle  East  department,  was  quoted  as 
advocating  a  “marriage  of  Soviet 
technology  and  Arab  financing" 
with  a  view  to  achieving  common 
benefits  for  both  sides. 

He  complained  that  Soviet  trade 
relations  with  the  Gulf  countries 
“are  limited  to  Saudi  Arabia, 
Kuwait  and  the  United  Arab 
emirates." 

Kuwait  is  the  only  conservative 
Gulf  state  to  have  full  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  socialist  bloc  countries.  The 
United  Arab  Emirates  has  no 
diplomatic  ties  with  Moscow,  and 
Saudi  Arabia  officially  rejects  Com¬ 
munism  as  akin  to  atheism  and 
refuses  to  have  diplomatic  ties  with 
the  Russians. 

But.  despite  the  absence  of 


diplomatic  ties,  the  volume  of 
Soviet  exports  to  Saudi  Arabia  rose 
from  5.6  million  rubles  (Sm.)  in  1975 
to  25.5  m.  rubles  (S20.1  m.)  in  1981, 
according  to  Klekovski. 

Soviet  imports  to  Saudi  Arabia  in¬ 
clude  machinery,  trucks,  timber,  ce¬ 
ment.  textiles,  foodstuffs  and  oil 
drilling  equipment,  he  said,  i 

Klekovski  told  Al-Anbaa  that 
"trade  ties  with  Kuwait  are  far 
below  the  level  we  desire,  mainly 
because  no  trade  agreement  exits 
between  the  two  countries  and  also 
because  Soviet  trade  establishments 
are  not  represented  in  Saudi 
Arabia." 

He  praised  Kuwait  for  having 
"good  relations"  with  the  Soviet 
Union,  but  he  gave  no  figures  on  the 
volume  or  Soviet  exports  to  this 
country. 

Soviet  embassy  sources  said  that 
Kuwait's  non-military  imports  from 
Russia  in  1983  stood  at  57m. 
Kuwaiti  sources  said  that  the  196S 
Kuwaiti-Soviet  agreement  for 
technical  and  cultural  cooperation 
has  “largely  been  unimplemented.” 
They  gave  no  reasons  for  this. 


Shipyard  chairman 
A.  Blass  resigns

HAIFA.  —  The  board  chairman  of 
the  Israel  Shipyards.  Avraham 
Blass,  has  resigned  because  he  has 
been  “unable  to  obtain  government 
support  to  solve  the  yard’s  grave 
problems.” 

Blass  said  the  lack  of  work  was 
the  main  problem  of  the 
government-owned  yard. 

The  yard's  shipbuilding  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  idle  for  several  years 
and  many  of  the  yard’s  880  workers 
have  had  little  to  do  for  some  lime. 
The  yard's  repair  department  has 
obtained  some  orders,  but  it,  too,  is  ' 
not  fully  occupied. 

Negotiations  with  the  Agrexco 
and  Zim  companies  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  two  9,000-ton 
refrigerated  ships  are  bogged  down. 
The  ships  are  to  cost  S50  million, 
but  a  S10m.  government  subsidy  is 
required  to  make  the  deal  feasible. 
Meanwhile  the  yard  is  paying  its 
workers  some  S3m.  a  year  to  cover 
the  cost  of  their  concealed  un¬ 
employment. 


An  international  comparison  of 
the  evolution  in  cost-of-living  in¬ 
dexes  shows  that,  during  the  last  12 
years.  Switzerland  and  West  Ger¬ 
many  recorded  the  lowest  increases. 

If  the  year  1970  (index  =  100)  is 
taken  us  reference,  the  mean  annual 
index  for  1982  worked  out  ai  182.8 
points  for  Switzerland  and  183.3 
points  for  West  Germany. 

These  two  countries  are  followed 
by  Austria,  with  an  annual  mean  of 
207.1  puints  for  1962.  then  the 
Netherlands  (229.4).  Belgium 
(23X.I)  and  the  U.S.  (248.2). 

The  unenviable  absolute  records 
are  held  by  Israel  (15,457  points) 


and  —  light  years  away  —  by 
Argentina  (315,807  points  on  the 
basis  of  1974=100). 

These  figures  do  not  make  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  draw  conclusions  as  to  the 
cost  of  living  in  absolute  value.  But 
they  do  give  a  good  idea  of  the 
evolution  in  the  price  of  consumer 
goods  or  the  magnitude  of  the  cost- 
of-livina  increase. 

It  should  as  also  be  pointed  out 
that  international  comparisons  raise 
problems,  since  the  method  of 
working  out  these  indexes  varies 
from  one  country  to  another  or  as 
these  indexes  are  revised,  the  Swiss 
Economic  Newsletter  says. 


Dollar  steadies  in  exchange  markets 


LONDON  (AP).  —  The  U.S.  dollar 
pulled  up  against  most  Eur  ipean 
currencies  late  yesterday  *o  buyers 
entered  foreign  exchange  markets 
to  lake  advantage  of  lower  rates 
prevailing  earlier  in  the  day  Gold 
prices  were  little  changed. 


When  dollar  rates  dropped 
yesterday  morning,  dealers  blamed 
the  fall  on  new  statistics  showing 
disappointing  U.S.  retail  sales, 
production  capacity  and  business 
inventories.  On  top  of  that,  they 
said  the  slowdown  in  U.S.  economic 
growth  could  mean  a  fall  in  interest 
rates  that  would  make  the 


American  currency  less  attractive 
to  investors. 

But  at  the  end  of  the  day,  the  fall¬ 
ing  price  of  dollars  had  attracted 
considerable  buying  and  one 
London  trader  said  the  dollar  had 
perked  up  "very  well.” 

The  British  pound  slipped  one- 
fifth  of  a  cent  against  the  dollar 
after  gaining  three  quarters  of  a 
cent  Monday. 

Dealers  said  the  fall  took  place 
after  rumours  that  Nigeria  was 
reducing  its  oil  price,  making  Bri¬ 
tain's  North  Sea  oil  less  of  a  good 
buy.

Hammer  asks  teachers  to  Mp  cut  budget

TEL  AVIV.  —  Education  Minister 
Zevulun  Hammer  yesterday  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  teachers'  union  to 
help  him  cut  the  education  budget, 
in  separate  meetings  with  Histadrut 
Teachers  Union  secretary-general 
Amnon  Abramson  and  Secondary 
School  Teachers  Association 
chairman  Shoshana  Bayer,  Ham¬ 
mer  said  the  Education  Ministry 
must  help  cut  public  expenditures. 

He  promised  that  every  effort  will 
be  made  not  to  hurt  the  educational 
system,  particularly  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  available  to  disadvantaged 
children. 

A  ministry  spokesman  added  that 
Hammer  asked  the  teachers  to  help 
save  money  by  limiting  the  hiring  of 
substitute  teachers  :>nd  by  having 


children  clean  their  own  classrooms 
and  other  parts  of  the  school  instead 
of  employing  help  to  do  the  job. 

The  Histadrut  Teachers  Union 
refused  to  comment  on  the  meeting. 
In  answer  to  a  question  about  sub¬ 
stitute  teachers  —  an  issue  over 
which  the  union  held  a  onc-hour 
strike  a  Tew  weeks  ago  —  a  union 
spokeswoman  said  a  Iwo-month  ex¬ 
periment  in  using  teachers'  college 
pupiN.  women  soldiers  and  national 
service  volunteers  in  place  of  paid 
suhsiiiules  is  now  in  proeress. 

A  spokeswoman  for' the  Secon¬ 
dary  School  Teachers  Association 
said  the  organization  is  clad  that  the 
ministry  apparently  docs  not  intend 
cutting  ‘'frontal”  teaching  hours.

HOW  MUCH  does  the  government 
spend  on  settlement  in  the  West 
Bunk?  No  one.  it  appears,  really 
knows. 

As  the  debate  over  budget  cuts 
continues,  and  as  the  Likud  begins 
to  hear  rumbles  from  within  its  own 
ranks  about  cuts  in  services  and  the 
mounting  unemployment  in 
development  towns,  the  demand  for 
reducing  expenditure  on  settle¬ 
ments  in  Judea  and  Samaria 
becomes  more  strident,  and  it 
would  seem  more  irrelevant. 

The  Knesset  is  scheduled  today  to 
debate  a  motion  for  an  immediate 
settlement  freeze  from  two 
mavericks  in  the  coalition,  MKs 
Yitzhak  Berman  and  Dror 
Zeigermun.  and  from  the  Shinui  fac¬ 
tion. 

Several  weeks  ago,  when  finance 
minister  Yigal  Cohen-Orgad  began 
to  talk  of  budget  cuts,  he  disclosed 
that  the  1985-84  budget  for  settle¬ 
ment  was  IS22  billion.  His  state¬ 
ment  covers  a  multitude  of  sins. 

Which  budget  was  the  minister 
referring  to?  Does  it  include  that  of 
the  Defence  Ministry,  or  was  he 
talking  only  of  capital  investment  or 
the  costs  of  maintaining  through 
subsidies  what  has  already  been 
built  and  the  30.000  settlers  already 
living  in  Judea  and  Samaria? 

And  what  of  the  IS22  billion?  It 
appears  that  this  budget  estimate 
was  based  on  a  projected  inflation 
rate  of  60  per  cent  a  year,  and  on  an 
exchange  rate  of  IS55  to  the  dollar. 
Sunday's  announcement  of  the 
record  190  per  cent  inflation  rale 
for  last  year  makes  those  shekel  es¬ 
timates  ludicrously  irreievent.  A 
Hebrew  University  economist 
calculates  that,  based  on  a  160  per 
cent  inflation  rate,  the  figure 
Cohen-Orgad  disclosed  would 
translate  into  $470  million. 

While  the  finance  ministry 
divulged  that  only  about  one-third 
nf  this  “IS22  billion"  would  be  in¬ 
vested  in  the  West  Bank,  the  debate 
on  the  cost  of  settlement  all  too 
often  jumbles  figures  relevant  for  all 
settlement  beyond  the  Green  Line 
or  for  some  combination  of  the 
three  areas  of  activity  —  the  West 
Bank,  the  Golan  Heights  and  the 
Gaza  strip.

As  the  public  begins  to  debate 
the  issue  in  terms  of  its  economic 
rather  than  its  political  costs,  we 
may  well  wonder  which  figures  are 
closest  to  the  truth.  It  is  doubtful 
that  anybody  is  going  to  give  us  an 
accurate  picture.  But  if  Israel  is 
ever  forced  to  withdraw  from  the 
territories,  no  doubt,  the  govern¬ 
ment  will  be  able  to  present  an  ac¬ 
curate  bill  for  compensation  to  the 
American  tax  payer,  as  was  done 
after  the  withdrawal  from  Sinai. 
Total  capital  investment  in  civilian 
projects  between  1967  and  1981  was 
put  ut  52.2  billion,  and  that  was 
totally  abandoned.

His  soon  to  be  published 
study  notes  that  the  official  sources 
do  not  show  any  separate  ac¬ 
counting  for  civilian  expenditure  in 
the  territories.

For  ex¬ 
ample.  the  wide  approach  roads 
huilt  to  serve  the  settlements  of 
Brucha  and  Ma'aleh  Levona  in 
Samaria  were  financed  by  the 
Defence  Ministry  although  the 
army  has  no  installations  in  the 
area. 

As  for  capital  investment,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Benvenisti’scalcuiations, 
some  $695  million  has  been  spent  on 
housing.  ( 1 2.500  housing  units  have 
been  built  in  at)  the  various  kinds  of 
settlement.  This  does  not  include 
the  cost  of  the  land  and  the  in¬ 
frastructure  beyond  the  borders  of 
the  settlement.)  Capital  investment 
in  other  sectors  is  as  follows:  in¬ 
dustry  and  production,  $328m.; 
agriculture,  $55m.:electricity. 
Si 5m.  (120  km.  of  high  tension  line 
by  the  Israel  Electric  Corporation 
atone):  communications  SI5m.; 
roads.  $75m.:  water,  $122m.;  other 
and  unknown  (additional  infrastruc- 
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ture.  land  acquisition,  community 
services  etc.).  5250m. 

The  grand  total  for  aJJ  this,  is  $1,5- 
55m. 

Anticipated  capital  investment  by 
1986.  based  on  the  already  an¬ 
nounced  plans  of  the  World  Zionist 
Organization  ■  Settlement  Depart¬ 
ment  and  of- various  government 
ministries,  would  require  5625m. 
Since  it  was  anticipated  (before  the 
crash  of  the  bank  shares  and  the 
current  squeeze)  that  40  per  cent  of 
this  expenditure  would  come  from 
private  investors  and  developers, 
the  annual  public  expenditure  on 
capital  investment  would  be  $375 
million.  This  is  almost  triple  the  cur- 
rent  rate  of  investment,  and 
Benvenisti  dismisses  the  figure  as 
unfeasible.  He  estimates  that  the 
government  is  only  able  to  invest 
some  5200m.  per  annum. 

Not  all  of  this  investment  is  made 
in  addition  to  investment  in  Israel 
proper.  Some  of  it  actually  replaces 
capital  investment  that  would  have 
to  be  made  in  any  case,  he  points 
out.  The  bulk  of  the  planned  expen¬ 
diture  in  the  West  Bank  (82.5  per 
cent)  would  be  made  in  the 
metropolitan  areas  of  Jerusalem 
and  Tel  Aviv.  Prof.  Yoram  Ben 
Porath  of  die  Hebrew  University’s 
Falk  Institute  notes  that  much  of 
the  current  building  in  the  West 
Bank  does  not  really  .provide 
homeless  young  couples  with  new 
housing  but  better  bousing  for  peo¬ 
ple  who  already  have  homes.
